EASTERN. 
W ashington, Marcli 10th. 
The President lias nominated Janies 
Coey for Postmaster of Han Francisco. 
Nesmith of Oregon, to-dny introduced 
a bill to indemnify the States and cit­ 
izens of Oregon and California for ex­ 
penses incurred in the Modoc war. 
C h ic a g o , M arch 10th. 
General Sheridan is in receipt of dis­ 
patches from Lieutenant General Da­ 
vidson, commanding at Fort Till, giv­ 
ing information from the Kiowa and 
Comanche agencies in Texas to the 
1‘Jtli of February. Captain Harworth’s 
young men had just returned from the 
Comanche camps, where they had 
been counting the people, and reported 
that on the recent raid the number of 
Indians who had been killed was vari­ 
ously reported at twelve and twenty- 
two. But one or two of the raiding 
parties escaped. This shows that the 
Reservation Indians, in spite of their 
promises before the council held last 
October, have not ceased to raid into 
Texas. 
N e w Y o rk , March 10th. 
Advices from Auckland, New Zea­ 
land, by telegraph from Melbourne, 
state that the ship Allahabad from 
New Castle, New South Wales, for 
San Francisco, has put in there, hav­ 
ing encountered heavy gales, during 
which she was thrown on her beam 
ends, and obliged to cut away her 
mizzenmast, maintopmast and sails 
to right her. Everything moveable 
on deck was washed overboard, includ­ 
ing three boats and master’s and 
mate’s personal effects. The hull is 
sound. She will be laid up two 
months for repairs. 
P h i l a d e l p h i a , March 9th. 
Tile steamer Pennsylvania which 
arrived to-day from Liverpool experi­ 
enced a violent hurricane on the 27th 
ultimo at midnight. Captain Broad- 
burn, the First and Second Officers 
and two seamen were swept overboard 
and lost, and the Fourth Officer lmd 
his leg broken. All the deck-houses 
and boats were swept away. Brady, 
formerly Third Mute of the ill fated 
Atlantic, who, it will be remembered, 
swam ashore and secured a line from 
the Atlantic, thereby being the means 
of saving a number of lives, was 
among the steerage pussengers on the 
Pennsylvania, and it was decided to 
put the ship in his charge, and he 
brought her safely In. Captain Broad- 
bum, who belonged to Baltimore, had 
intended to make this his last voyage, 
as it had beeu arranged for him to act 
as Port Warden at Liverpool. 
B in g h a m t o n , N. Y., March 9th. 
The boiler of the city water works 
exploded this forenoon, killing the en­ 
gineer and demolishing the boiler 
house. The city is now wi^iout 
water. The Mayor lias called a meet­ 
ing of the Common Council to appoint 
a special patrol to guard against fire.

Gill, I want 
youIfi get'a Paterson hearse and let 
the money in the Paterson Bank stand 
one year after my death. Don’t put 
any plate on my coffin. Would like to 
be buried in the Reformed Dutch 
churchyard with the rest of my family. 
Ask Dominie Romaine to preach my 
funeral sermon. Tell brother and 
sister and mother I am tired of life. 
Y’ours truly, 
G a r r e t t J. B a n ta . 
Take the money out of the Paterson 
Bank if you think best.” 
Banta mixed hut little in society, 
and many wondered that he ever 
plucked up the courage to marry. No 
provision, it will be seen, was made 
for the wife, forwliommucli sympathy 
is felt. Undoubtedly the poor fellow 
was insane.—[New York Sun, Febru­ 
ary 19tli. __ 


The Mines of Sonoma. 
A correspondent of the San Fran­ 
cisco Chronicle, writing from Calisto- 
ga, under date of March 2d, gives some 
information regarding the quicksilver 
mines of Sonoma county. He says: 
The Sonoma mine, about two miles 
from Pine Flat, employs thirty men 
and lias a ten-ton furnace. The mine 
is taking out a large amount of silver. 
The Rattlesnake mine, two miles fur­ 
ther on, is, according to the opinion 
of some, destined to be the richest 
mine in the State. There is, however, 
some doubt regarding the extent of 
the lead. Passing on two miles fur­ 
ther we come to the famous Missouri 
mine, owned by San Francisco capi­ 
talists. The ore from this mine, taken 
from a tunnel only 75 feet from the 
surface, yields 14J percent., there hav­ 
ing been taken out 21 flasks in thirteen 
days with two small retorts. Below 
this mine is the Kentuck, recently 
purchased by the San Francisco Con­ 
tract Company, and which will be put 
iu running order as soon as the weath­ 
er will permit. A four-stamp mill is 
to be erected at the CalistogaGold and 
Silver mine, situated on Mount St. 
Helena. A large force of men are em­ 
ployed taking out ore. 


Heat and Disease. 
During the re-heating of the furnaces 
in an iron establishment in England, 
says the British Journal of Science, 
the men worked when the thermome­ 
ter, placed so as not to be influenced by 
the radiation of heat from the open 
doors, marked 150 degrees. In the 
Bessemer pits the men continue a kind 
of labor requiring great muscular ef­ 
fort at 140 degrees. In some of the op­ 
erations of glass-making, the ordinary 
Summer working temperature is con­ 
siderably over 100, and the radiant 
heat to which the workmen are sub­ 
jected far exceeds 212 degrees. In a 
Turkish bath, the shampooners con­ 
tinue four or live hours in a moist at­ 
mosphere at temperatures ranging 
from 105 to 110 degrees. In enamel 
work mien labor daily in a heat of over 
300 degrees. On the Red Sea steamers 
the temperature of the stoke hole is 145 
degrees. And yet iu none of these 
cases does any especial form or type 
of disease develop itself. 
Miss Frank Pottie, school teacher in 
Fryeburg, Me., was brought before a 
Justice of the Peace for whipping one 
of her scholars. Miss Pottie’s weight 
seemed to be about 90 pounds, and her 
muscles, judging by her delicate hands 
and slim wrists, were not much de­ 
veloped. The whipped scholar was a 
strapping, ugly boy, 16 years old. 
Learning that the punishment had 
been well deserved, the Justice ex 
pressed his admiration for Miss Pottie’s 
pluck and discharged her.

Dlttu rbi ng Elem ents- 
The condition of the average politi­ 
cian now-a-days is anything but an 
enviable one. The lesson of independ­ 
ence that the mass of voters have 
learned in the past few years, make 
them anything but pleasant subjects 
for manipulation. Two years ago the 
liberals unceremoniously thrust them­ 
selves into the held, shattering the old 
Democracy beyond redemption and 
giving the Republicans a scare from 
which they have not yet recovered. 
Following them came the Grangers, 
and notwithstanding their repeated 
declaration of non-political intentions 
they have seriously disturbed the 
even tenor of party politics, and 
made 
the 
couches 
of 
political 
leaders 
anything 
but 
a 
bed of 
roses. And now come the Tem­ 
perance Crusaders to still further 
complicate the already intricate prob­ 
lem of how to steer the party ships. 
Outside of Ohio where the crusade 
first began, 
has not taken on pro­ 
portions sufficiently portentous to se­ 
riously disturb the politicians, but 
there is no telling to what an extent 
a great popular furore like this is like­ 
ly to spread, and although the leaders 
in the movement earnestly strive to 
unite religious denominations, and to 
steer clear of politics, the politicians 
of Ohio already scent danger in the 
breeze, and see that whatever the in­ 
tentions of those engaged, it cannot be 
without political effect. The Cincin­ 
nati 
Commercial 
says 
that 
the 
crusade is already making the politi- 
cious very uneasy, and that the pro­ 
hibition question is certain to enter 
largely into the State canvass next 
Fall and adds, “ Whether it is to be 
fought out on a larger field in the 
Fall, and to be forced into the front 
along with the Granger movement, 
remains to be seen. If, however, it 
does enter the canvass with other 
questions that are demoralizing to 
party discipline, we may fairly antici­ 
pate a campaign of more glorious un­ 
certainties than we have known since 
the breaking up of the old Whig and 
Know Nothing organizations twenty 
years ago.” Nothing has yet trans­ 
pired to indicate how the subject will 
be handled by the existing parties. 
The Grangers have to be sure, given 
it a formal endorsement but they do 
not claim to be a party. It is often 
said that “this thing will break up 
the Republican party if it goes on 
much longer,” but on the other hand 
the leading Democratic paper of the 
State looks with disfavor on the whole 
movement. It can no longrr be de­ 
nied that it has become very formida­ 
ble. Hundreds of saloons have been 
temporarily and many permanently 
closed. A great many dealers have 
gone out of the business, and the de­ 
mand for all kinds of liquors has been 
greatly reduced. How the fight is go­ 
ing, can hardly be guessed at until 
the opposition has been organized. At 
present there is no community of ac­ 
tion and each individual dealer is left 
to his own devices. But this cannot 
last long. Meetings have already been 
held, and though nothing as yet has 
been done, the danger is too menac­ 
ing to long permit such inactivity. 
In this State, though some feeble ef­ 
forts have been made to initiate the 
crusade, it does not seem likely that 
we shall have to face the question im­ 
mediately, but the disturbing effect 
such great popular movements have 
on National politics and the immense 
interests that in our State are involved 
in the settlement of the liquor ques­ 
tion, makes it a matter of solicitude 
to our people. 


A Com plim ent to O ur Town and 
Paper. 
The Real Estate Reporter of the 
Pacific Coast pays the H e r a l d the 
following 
handsome 
compliment: 
“There is no danger that the beauties 
and advantages of Los Angeles will 
blush unseen while the H e r a l d is 
published there. 
Such a paper is 
worth a mint of money to any town,” 
and after quoting liberally from its 
columus adds: “There appears to be 
a general stir for public improvement 
in Los Angeles.” 
We are under many obligations to 
the Reporter, and promise that in the 
future it shall have no reason to 
complain of us, though that terrifi­ 
cally long name is provocative of care­ 
lessness in giving credit. 


Grange Agencies. 


The Grangers are evidently getting 
into harness, and putting their theo­ 
ries into practical operation. In this 
city they already have two purchasing 
and selling agencies, established by 
the 8taie Grange. One was begun in 
August last, and is devoted to the pur­ 
chase of farming implements, har­ 
ness, clothing, and anything a farmer 
may need. This agency attends to 
the sale of farm produce, etc. There 
is also a subordinate agency, the spe­ 
cial function of which is to dispose of 
the products of the dairy, eggs, etc., 
which began operation on the first of 
last month. Both are doing a large 
and increasing business, and report 
that the farmers generally are taking 
advantage of the opportunity thus 
ofTered of buying and selling without 
the costly aid of the middlemen. 
These Han Francisco agencies are 
but links in the chain that is rapidly 
extending through the country, and 
saving vast sums of money to the ag­ 
ricultural classes. In all the import­ 
ant cities they are to be found, and, 
representing as they do, so large and 
influential a body, purchases made 
through them, it is claimed, save a 
great deal to the buyers. These agen­ 
cies are an experiment in co-operation 
on a large scale, and the result will be 
watchea with great interest.—[Pacific 
Real Estate Reporter. 


Taxing the Wine-Crowers. 


The demand of the wine-growers of 
the State for equal taxation is one 
that the Legislature ought certainly 
to heed. At present our system of 
taxation, both State and National, 
bears heavily on one of our most im­ 
portant industries; so heavily, indeed, 
that old and well established vine­ 
yards have been uprooted, and the 
land planted out in other products. 
California, both in climate and soil, is 
calculated to supply the world with 
wine. Our vines are free from the 
diseases that render the grape so pre­ 
carious a crop in many portions of 
the world, and 
the 
richness 
of 
the product is such as to have raised 
the highest hopes in its favor. All 
these hope* have been dashed by blun­ 
dering legislation. The National tar­ 
iff has been so manipulated that taken 
in connnection with the internal rev­ 
enue act, foreign wines are actually 
admitted to our markets on more 
favorable terms than the home pro­ 
duct, and as if this were not enough,the 
State steps in aud adds to the difficul­ 
ty, by a double and even triple taxa­ 
tion for state and local purposes. Not 
only is the land rated for taxation at a 
high figure, but the vines, classed 
as improvements are also taxed, 
and the product in the shape of 
wine, unfit by reason of want of age 
for use or shipment is also rated and 
made to sufTer at the hands of the tax- 
gatherer. By this combination of ad­ 
verse legislation, the wine business 
that ought to have been fostered and 
encouraged, has been nearly ruined. 
National legislation we can only in­ 
fluence by petition and argument, but 
the burdens that the Htate has cast 
upon our industry can be removed, 
and not a day ought to pass before the 
remedy is applied. The Wine-grow­ 
ers are asking no subsidy. They sim­ 
ply demand justice. A great portion 
of the best vineyard land in the Htate 
is nearly valueless for other purposes. 
Then what is the propriety in rating it 
at an enormous value, and trying by 
onerous taxation to render it worthless. 
Los Angeles county is deeply interest­ 
ed in this subject. Hhe lias to-day more 
growing vines than any other county 
in the State, and there are yet thous­ 
ands of acres of hill and mountain side 
that are the choice home of the grain*. 
With proper encouragement, the fu­ 
ture of grape growing is brilliant, and 
our sunny slopes should yet be 
crowned with vines whose product 
would out-vie that of France in her 
palmiest days. The attention of our 
delegation at Sacramento should be 
earnestly directed to securing such a 
modification of the laws as will put a 
stop to the rooting up of vineyards 
that it has taken years of patient labor 
to produce. 


Legislature Against Polygamy. 


The bill reported by Representative 
McKee from the Committee on Terri­ 
tories concerning the execution of the 
laws in Utah gives authority to the 
United Htates Marshal to apjioint 
deputies in each judicial district of 
that Territory. 
The United States 
Attorney is also authorized to appoint 
assistants. It is made their duty to 
attend all the courts. 
Only male 
citizens of the United Stases over 
twenty-one years of age and for six 
months residents of the Territory shall 
be competent to serve as grand orpetit 
jurors, their names to be drawn trom 
a box, a certain number of them being 
written on slips of paper. In all 
prosecutions for Digamy polygamy or 
adultery it shall not be necessary to 
prove either the first or subsequent 
marriage by the registration or certifi­ 
cate thereof or other recorded evidence, 
but the same may be proved by such 
evidence as is admissabie to prove a 
marriage in civil cases and proof of 
cohabitation by the accused with more 
than one women as husband and wife. 
His declaration or admission that such 
women are his wives, and his acts, 
recognizing, acknowledging introduc­ 
ing, treating or deporting himself 
toward them as such shall be admissi­ 
ble as evidence. Any women now or 
hereafter holding the relation of spouse 
or consort, and not that of a lawful 
wife, to any man who at the time co­ 
habits with another women as his 
wife, spouse or consort, may tile her 
petition asking to be discharged from 
such relation. The Court may, upon 
a due hearing, adjudge and decree her 
to be discharged and freed from such 
relation, and give her possession and 
control of her minor children, together 
with such portion of the estate aud 
property of the man as is necessary 
for the support of herself aud children. 
The bill provides that nothing in this 
section shall be construed as repeating, 
changing or annuling existing laws 
against polygamy, 
and 
that the 
probate courts shall have jurisdiction 
only in cases of wills and estates of 
decedents, but shall not exercise any 
other civil or criminal or equity juris­ 
diction 
whatever. 
The 
districts 
courts shall have exclusive original 
jurisdiction 
in all its actions for 
divorce or alimony, and in all chancery 
cases or proceedings. 
All courts, 
except the Supreme, District and 
Probate and Justices’ Courts are abol­ 
ished. The last section disapproves 
and annuls various acts passed in the 
Legislative Assembly including the 
ordinance incorporating the Church of 
Jesus Christ of the Latter Day Haints; 
an act regulating the mode of pro­ 
cedure in civil cases in the courts of 
Utah ; an act conferring upon women 
the elective franchise ; an act for the 
organization of the militia of the Terri­ 
tory ; an act prescribing the duties of 
selectmen and the duties of county 
courts ; an act in relation to writs of 
ejectment; an act regulating 
the 
mode of procedure |in criminal cases; 
an act regulating elections; an act 
concerning the property rights of mar­ 
ried persons; also all acts providing 
for the election by the Legislature of 
Auditor, Treasurer, Surveyor General 
and Wardens of Penitentary, so far as 
said acts provide for the election of 
said officers by the Legislative Assem­ 
bly, and all of said officers shall be 
appointed by the Governor of the 
Territory and subject to removal by 
him. 
The bill was ordered to be 
printed and recommitted to the com­ 
mittee. 
There are now sixteen Massachusetts 
women who could have married Henry 
Wilson. This is an increase of four 
during the past month, and it is not 
supposed that one-third of the num­ 
ber have been heard from. 


The Indians. 


The Indian Appropriation bill pro­ 
vides for appropriation's amounting to 
about $4,SIKI,(XK>--about $2,(Mlft,000 less 
than the estimates of the Interior De­ 
partment. All the 'superintendencies 
except those of Indian Territory, are 
absorbed. Since the appointment of 
Inspectors the superintendents are not 
required by the service. The agency 
at Verde reservation, Arizona, is re­ 
moved to San Carlos. 
Forty-five 
thousand dollars is appropriated for 
the subsistanee of tlie Apaches on the 
reservations in Arizona and New 
Mexico, ¿'or the confederate tribes of 
middle Oregon, $12,000; Klamaths and 
Modocs. $17,000; appropriations for in­ 
cidental expenses in Arizona, $00,000; 
California, $40,0W; Dakota, $20,000; 
Idaho, $10,000; Montana, $20,000; Ne­ 
vada, $10,000; New Mexico, $10,000; 
Arizona, $40,000; Washington Terri­ 
tory, $25,000; Wyoming, $5,000; Utah, 
$30,000; traveling expenses of the In­ 
spectors, $10,000; 
The bill provides 
that for the purpose of inducing the 
Indians to labor and become self-sup­ 
porting, the Indian agents shall re­ 
quire all able-bodied male Indians 
between the ages of eighteen and 
forty-five to do an amount of work 
daily equal to the amount of food dis­ 
tributed to them. The Secretary of 
the Interior is authorized to except 
from this provision all ungovernable 
and dangerous Indians, and by writ­ 
ten order may except any ungovern­ 
able tribe. The bill provides that no 
appropriation shall be used for any 
tribe while a portion of that tribe is at 
war with the whites. The Board of 
Indian Commissioners is continued 
but they are required to examine the 
agents in the city of Washington. 


Besides being several other persons, 
Egglesht, the forger arrested in Daven­ 
port, Iowa, the other day, proves to be 
the party known in Grand Rapids as 
Munell, who beat banks there out of 
$4,000 on forged checks. A requisition 
has been issued for his delivery to the 
Michigan authorities; but Illinois had 
previously entered its claim for his 
distinguished services for victimizing 
Quincy bankers out of considerable 
sums of money.

Mechanics' State Council. 


Lust Thursday evening the Meohan- 
ies’ «State Connell met in Hun Fran­ 
cisco; all the <>Ulcers present. The 
President reported that the Council 
had been called together to consider 
the fact that the Prison Committee 
had reported against Patterson’s bill 
for abolishing the contract system at 
the State Prison. 
A preamble and resolutions were of­ 
fered, and after discussion and amend­ 
ment were unanimously adopted, as 
follows: 
Whereas, The State Prison Com­ 
mittee lias reported against Patterson’s 
hill to prevent contracts lor Prison 
labor, and recommend that objection­ 
able system for two years longer, we 
feel it a duty to give expression to the 
opinion of our constituents; we esti­ 
mate Prison labor to be worth at least 
Si 25 per dny to the hand, and tlie 
shop-room in the Prison at least fifty 
cents, m aking each hand worth to the 
contractor $1 75 per pay, for which lie 
pays but forty cents, leaving the ad­ 
vantage over private work at SI Jó 
per day; at this rate the contractors 
gain, and the State loses $248,000 per 
annum on 000 hands, a sum that ought 
to go into the «Stale Treasury; such 
competition with honest citizens is 
unjust, demoralizing and injurious; 
therefore 
Resolved, 1. That we earnestly re­ 
quest tlie Legislature, now in session, 
to abolish the contract system at the 
State Prison, and work the convicts 
under and by virtue of the State au­ 
thority, at such labor as will not come 
in competition with free manufactur­ 
éis and mechanics. 
J. That the branch prison at Folsom 
offers the best means to remedy the 
existing evil, by employing the con­ 
victs in quarrying granite for the 
erection of a prison, and for sale in 
Han Francisco and other cities of the 
State, whereby convict labor will pro­ 
duce enough to make the «State Prison 
self-sustaining. 
3. That we feel bound to support 
those Avho support 119, and not vote for 
men who vote in the Legislature to 
fasten upon us the contract system at 
the State Prison. 
4. That we will organize for the 
purpose and follow up this question at 
every election until the cause of com­ 
plaint be removed, and that we will 
not be bound by party ties when we 
have choice between our friends and 
enemies. 
5. That a certified copy of these pro­ 
ceedings be sent to Hon. C. C. Terrill, 
who is a member of this Council, and 
request him to lay it before the San 
Francisco delegation, and ask their 
influence in favor of our wishes herein 
expressed.________________ 


Uranus and its Satellites. 


We recently called attention to the 
unauthentic character of an announce­ 
ment which was going the rounds of 
the newspaper press respecting alleged 
discoveries with the new telescope at 
W ashington. The story Avas to the 
effect that the non-existance of the 
companion star of Proycon, and of all 
except two of the satellites of Uranus, 
had been determined by the new in­ 
strument. We mentioned that at the 
time of tlie alleged discoveries there 
had been 110 opportunity suitable for 
making such observations on those 
celestial objects. 
We now have the 
pleasure of announcing to our readers 
the first important result obtained 
from 
tli is 
instrument. 
Curiously 
enough, it is just the reverse of the 
pretended discoveries, so far as the 
satellities of Uranus are concerned. 
The real observations have resulted 111 
the re-discovery of the two smallest 
moons of Uranus, which have been 
not only distinctly seen on several 
occasions, 
but have actually been 
measured by Professor Newcomb and 
liis assistant, Professor E. 8. Holden. 
The two larger moons of Uranus, first 
discovered by Sir W illiam Herschel, 
are well known objects, and can be 
seen under favorable circumstances 
with any telescope of twelve inches 
aperture. W hether there were any 
other satellities of Uranus was a m at­ 
ter of doubt among 
astronomers, 
although the compilers of school-books 
have not hesitated to enumerate six 
or eight moons for the planet, which 
really has, so far as known, only four. 
Of these the two smallest were first 
discovered by Lassoll, aboat twenty 
years ago, through the fine instru­ 
ment attatched to his private observa­ 
tory near Liverpool ; but his observa­ 
tions 
were 
very 
unsatisfactory 
(scarcely, indeed, determining the 
exact number of moons), and it was 
not until he renewed his researches at 
Malta that he obtained any accurate 
indications. 
Hince that time, and 
until this re-discoverv, 110 one has seen 
these satellities, and their detection 
and accurate observation through the 
Washington instrument is gratifying 
evidence of its superior power. It 
may be here mentioned that at the 
recent annual meeting of the Royal 
Astronomical «Society of London the 
gold medal of the «Society was decreed 
to Professor Newcomb as a testimonial 
for his tables and researches upon the 
planets Neptune and Uranus, publish­ 
ed in full by the Smithsonian institu­ 
tion.[—New York Tribune. 


Ashes for Reviving Peach-Trees. 


8. D. Pratt, of Penn Yan, New York, 
in an article to the Farmers’ Club N. 
Y., upon his experience with peách- 
trues, says: 
“Remembering Prof. Liebig’s theory, 
that when a vegetable is burned tiie 
part which came from the air in the 
process of its growth returns to tiie at­ 
mosphere, and the part which came 
from tiie ground is reduced to ashes, I 
came to the conclusion that ashes 
would be beneficial when applied to 
the roots of the trees. They were 
standing in soil strongly inclining to 
clay, w ith a turf around them which 
had not been removed for several 
years. After pruning them properly, 
removing every indication of worms, 
etc., 
and washing the 
body and 
branches with soap-suds, I began op­ 
erations below—first removing tiie turf 
about two feet around the tree; then, 
with a garden-plck the ground was 
loosened from six to twelve inches in 
depth, taking care not to injure the 
large roots. Tw enty or thirty quarts 
of loose dirt were removed, leaving a 
large cavity, shaped like a saucer, 
with the tree standing in the center. 
About one pint of uuleached ashes was 
sprinkled about the tree, and upon 
this chip manure was placed, nearly 
filling the cavity. 
Another pint of 
ashes was sprinkled upon tlio fertil­ 
izer, which was gently pressed down, 
and the whole covered with the loose 
dirt taken from the cavity, leaving 
the surface nearly as it was, excepting 
the turf. A young orchard was treated 
in a sim ilar way. The effect was 
wonderful. Plum trees thut were “go­ 
ing to the bad,” revived. Peach trees 
that had presented small ami shriveled 
leaves threw out a luxuriant foliage, 
cherry trees gave fruit larger and fairer 
than ever before.” 


Thad Stevens and Joe Daniels. 


Our dispatches of yesterday an­ 
nounced the acceptance of George 
Treat’s challenge by the owners of Joe 
Daniels. The following from the Han 
Francisco Chronicle of March 8th gives 
full particulars: 
The bold challenge of Geo Treat, 
published in the Chronicle of Tuesday 
last, to run his horse Thad Stevens 
against any horse, mure or gelding in 
the world, four miles and repeat, to 
rule, for 810,000, created an excitement 
in turf circles in this State, where old 
Thad has an army of friends, who think 
he can get away with anything in the 
shape of a horse that stands 011 plates 
in the country. 
Much speculation 
lius also been indulged in as to the 
probability of the challenge being ac­ 
cepted, the general opinion seeming 
to prevail th at the gauntlet so boldly 
thrown down would not be taken up 
by Eastern men 011 account of the long 
distance which they would have to 
come to get the match, especially 
when there is such a large field for 
first-class horses to win money as there 
will be next Hummer in the numerous 
meetings already announced to take 
place. The idea was scarcely enter­ 
tained that tiie challenge would be ac­ 
cepted by any men in this «State. 
We 
are happy to state, however, that there 
is every prospect th at old Thad will 
he turned loose again in a four-mile 
and repeat race. 
The owners of Joe Daniels, having 
thoroughly canvassed the challenge, 
have finally come to the conclusion to 
accept it, and to name Joe Daniels, 
the competitor of Thad Stevens in the 
four-mile-and-repeut race at the Ocean 
View Park, as the horse to try con­ 
clusions w ith California’s old favorite. 
In accordance with this decision, the 
following explicit and manly chal­ 
lenge was given to a Chronicle report­ 
er last evening for publication: 
H an F r a n c is c o , March 7,1874. 
The owners of Joe Daniels will ac­ 
cept the challenge of George Treat, 
"to match Thad Stevens, four miles 
and repeat, for 810,000, against any 
horse in the world.” W ill name Joe 
Daniels, to run at Sacramento be­ 
tween the 1st and 15th of July next, to 
American Jockey Club rules; 82,500 
forfeit, 82,.500 in sixty days; balance 
($5,000) ten days before the day agreed 
upon for the race; the money to be de­ 
posited in the Rank of California.

There are to be three races—mile 
heats, three in five, two miles and re­ 
peat—all three races to be taken to­ 
gether. The challenge to be accepted 
by April 1st, and first trot to take 
place between May 1st and October 
1st, one week to intervene between 
each race.

A Hint for Projectors of Towns and 
Streets. 


It is worthy of retuurk that the ar­ 
ranging of streets according to the car­ 
dinal points involves a sanitary objec­ 
tion of no mean import. No fact is 
better established than the necessity 
of sunlight to health, and no constitu­ 
tion can long endure, without ill 
effects tlie total privation of its health- 
giving power. Every house on the 
Soutli side of a street running East 
and West must have its front rooms, 
which are generally its living rooms, 
entirely deprived of the sun during the 
Winter, and for most of the day dur­ 
ing tlie Summer. This fact, coupled 
with that of tlie indoor life of Ameri­ 
can, and particular Western women, 
is enough to account for a very large 
share of the nervous debility which so 
generally nrevails. If the rectangular 
system must be adhered to in city ar­ 
rangement, it would be far better that 
the lines of streets should be North­ 
west and «Soutiieust, and the cross 
streets at right angles w ith them, than 
as now disposed; in this ease, the 
rooms in front or rear of a house enjoy 
at least sunshine in the morning or af­ 
ternoon. A strong proof thut sun­ 
shine is wholesome is found in the 
fact that during epidemics people oc­ 
cupying rooms not exposed to sun­ 
light, are comparatively much worse 
off, than those who enjoy th at bless-

McConnell, Smith and Mace, was ap­ 
pointed to prepare and submit to the 
Common Council of this city a suita­ 
ble ordinance for carrying into effect 
the provisions of the law lately enact­ 
ed by the Legislature for the estab­ 
lishment ot a free public .library in 
this city. 
The committee was in­

A County Poor-farm. 


The suggestion made by the Hr.n- 
ald some tiffie since in regard to a 
Poor-farm and alms-house has been 
acted upon. The Senate has passed a 
bill authorizing the Board of Super­ 
visors of this county to purchase a 
farm and erect thereon an Alms-house 
and hospital. There is no doubt that 
the bill will become a law, and then 
it only needs wise action on the part 
of the Board to provide us wilh what 
has long been needed, an Asylum for 
the destitute of our county. It is a well- 
known fact however, that the ranks 
of our paupers are all the the time re­ 
cruited from all the States and Terri­ 
tories of the Union, beside comprising 
many of the native Indian population 
that are properly the wards of the 
State or the Nation, and in the view 
of this it would be no more than right 
that in addition to authorizing us to 
go in debt to build an alms-house, the 
State should make a small appropria­ 
tion to help the work along. But 
whether this is done or not it will be 
a good stroke of policy to secure such 
an institution. Carefully managed, 
the inmates will not only secure to 
themselves the comforts of a home, 
but they will be able to contribute to 
their own support, and in a short, time 
we may look for the establishment to 
be self-suslainlng. Many such farms 
in the Eastern States not only furnish 
a comfortable subsistence to the de­ 
serving poor, but are a source of rev­ 
enue to the counties in which they are 
located.

A few days ago It was reported that 
such was tlie impression made upon 
the Committee of the Legislature on 
Counties and County Boundaries by 
Judge Wiseman, that a report in fa­ 
vor of creating the new county of 
Orange might be expected almost any 
day. 
We have given ourselves no 
particular uneasiness about the mat­ 
ter, preferring to let things take their 
course, and willing to give any one at 
least the privilege of making out as 
good a case as possible for themselves. 
It is therefore without any exultation 
that we note the fact that on the 7th 
Tulley, from the committee, reported 
against 
the creation of the new 
county. 
Bush’s Irrigation bill has passed 
both Houses and now only awaits tlie 
signature of the Governor to become 
a law.

TRIPLE ASSASSINATION. 


Two Wealthy Farmers and a Maiden Lady 
Murdered. 


H a l if a x (Mass.), February 17.— 
This obscure village in Plymouth 
county has been the scene of a tragedy 
which for the number of victims and 
the mystery of the circumstances is 
unparalleled in the history of crimes in 
this region. 
Yesterday morning a 
shoemaker by the name of Lull, hav­ 
ing occasion toWisit a neighbor for the 
purpose of sharpening some knives 
stumbled upon the body of a maiden 
lady named Mary Buckley, lying 011 a 
cross-path, about thirty rods from the 
farm-house of Thomas and Simeon 
Sturtevant, with whom she lived in 
the capacity of housekeeper. She was 
lying face downward, and the back of 
lier head presented a sickening sight, 
being crushed as if by the heavy blows 
of some instrument impelled by such 
powerful force as to imbed her face al­ 
most completely in the ground. 
Startled by tlie evidence of murder 
so appalling, Lull hastened at once to 
the farm-house of Sturtevant to give 
the alarm, when he was horrified to 
find the body of Thomas Sturtevant 
stretched at full length in the porch of 
the dwelling, cold in tlie embrace of 
death, with a lantern by liis side, as if 
he had been assassinated just as he 
was 011 the point of stepping into the 
yard. 
His face was most brutally 
mangled, presenting additional evi­ 
dence, that the assassin, whoever he 
may be,‘had not rested content with 
the taking of a single life. 
Penetrating into the dwelling, Lull 
crossed the kitchen and entered tlie 
adjoining bedroom, where, 011 tlie bed, 
he discovered, stiff in death, the re­ 
mains of Simeon Sturtevant, tlie walls 
and ceiling of tlie apartment being 
spattered with tlie blood of the mur­ 
derer’s third victim. Lull then has­ 
tened to arouse the villagers, and by 
them the body of the woman was 
taken up and conveyed to the kitchen, 
where it was laid side by side with tlie 
body of Thomas Sturtevant, which 
was brought in lroin the porch. Tlie 
triple murder is supposed to have been 
committed on Sunday night. At 9 
o’clock on that evening all the victims 
were known to have been alive, as a 
neighbor parted with them at about 
that hour. 
The theory in tlie village is that 
Thomas was stricken first, as lie was 
preparing to take a final look at the 
grounds before retiring to rest, and 
that the murderer, after assailing him, 
then proceeded to dispatch Simeon, 
Miss Buckley flying from the house in 
terror, only to lie pursued, overtaken 
and slain by the assassin. It is sup­ 
posed that tlie object of the crime was 
money, as it was well known In the 
village that the Sturtevants were in 
the habit of keeping a large sum in 
the house, and a diligent search has 
failed to discover tlie presence of any 
funds in the dwelling. From the cir­ 
cumstances it is conjectured that the 
murderer was entirely successful in 
carrying out his plan. 
A case of 
drawers, where one of tlie brothers 
kept his valuables, was thoroughly 
examined and stirred up by the mur­ 
derer, and it is probable that a consid­ 
erable sum of money was taken. 
In 
Miss Buckley’s room it was found that 
her trunk had not been disturbed, and 
in it was found about $900 and a gold 
watch. 
The weapon with which all the mur­ 
ders were committed was evidently a 
birch sled stake, about four feet in 
length, as one was found horribly 
iffood-stained about six feet from the 
spot where the body of the woman 
was discovered, and the indentations 
on the wall and ceiling of the porch 
and bedroom led to the assumption 
that they were made as the murderer 
swung the club. At present there are 
110 threads by which the author of the 
crime can without difficulty be re­ 
vealed. Suspicion rested at once up­ 
on an individual who, happily for 
himself, is able to conclusively ac­ 
count for liis whereabouts from tlie 
hour when the parties were known to 
be alive until the time when they 
were discovered dead. Against 110 one 
else is suspicion directed, so that this 
will be consigned to the catalogue of 
undiscovered assassinations, unless the 
criminal is found by the efforts of the 
police. The neighbors have not no­ 
ticed tramps of late, but people in 
Hanson and tlie adjoining towns have 
been alarmed by a gangof fellows who 
have been scouting round, sleeping in 
barns, looking in at windows, opening 
shoemaker shops and scliool-liouses at 
night, and building fires at all kinds 
of places to warm themselves. 
The victims of the tragedy were all 
elderly persons, Miss Buckley being 
about seventy years old, while the 
Sturtevant brothers had nearly reach­ 
ed eighty. The latter were well-to-do, 
the wealthiest farmers in town and 
among the most highly respected. 
They were rigidly economical and 
hoarded all tlie money they obtained, 
never depositing any in savings banks. 
They held on to their landed property 
with great tenacity, and could not be 
prevailed upon to part with any por­ 
tion of their immense possessions at 
any price. Once, however, while at­ 
tending an auction sale, Simeon Stur­ 
tevant was asked how much he wrtuld 
take for a certain piece of land and re­ 
plied, “Fifteen hundred dollars.” His 
interlocutor having come prepared to 
purchase, laid down the money and 
the sale was effected, much to the 
chagrin of Mr. Sturtevant. A gentle­ 
man who owns land adjoining the es­ 
tate of the Sturtevants describes them 
as tall, stalwart men, Simeon being 
over six feet in stature. He is of the 
opinion that they had money at the 
time of the murder, which fact being 
known to the perpetrators of the crime 
induced its commission. A Coroner’s 
investigation has been commenced, 
but thus far nothing beyond the cir­ 
cumstance of finding the bodies has 
been developed.—[Cor. N, Y. Herald.
